And fo: that u we know not 
what ſhall happen vnto vs / and to what end 
god doth reſerv vs / it is very expedient to be 
pꝛepared and armed in time / that in to what 
ſtate ſo ever we ſhal comme / oz with what ſo 
ever temptations we may be oppugned / we ne 
ver ſwerve from the pure woꝛd of god, ffirſt it 
may be that many of this our church and con - 
gregation/ſhal travaill in to ſom papiſticall co 
trie / who ought greatly now to be in a readi⸗ 
nes and armed to battell. Then albeit god doth 
geve vs at this time libertie / to ſervehim pure 
ly and godlily / yet we know not how log this 
benefite ſhal cotinew, Fet vs therfoz take this 
time of our quietnes and tranquillitie / not as 
though it (hal alwaies laſt / but as it were ati⸗ 
me of trute / wherin god doth geve vs leiſure / 
to ſtrẽghthẽ our ſelves / leaſt when we ſhal be 


called to viter the confeſſion of our faith / we 


be found new and vnpꝛepared / bycauſe we coz 
tẽned the meditatiõ of that mater in due time. 
Nether truly ought we to foꝛget in the meane 
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while our bethꝛen / which ar kept vndꝛe the ty 
rãny of antichꝛiſte / oppꝛeſſed with moſt miſera 
ble bondage / but to take tare / remembꝛaũce / 
pitie over them / and to pꝛaie god to ſtrenghthẽ 
them with that cõſtancye / which he requireth 
in his woꝛde. Me muſt alſo admoniſh and ſoli 
cite thẽ by all waies / not to reſt in places wher

ar not taught of god only foꝛ our ſelves / but 
that euerie man after the meaſure ot hiskaith /

and diſtribute vnto th? that thing he hath lear⸗ 
ned a knowne in gods ſcholl. Now ſee we thẽ 
that it is pꝛofitable /pea truly neceſſarieſo wel 
to our ſelves / as to our bꝛethꝛẽ / that the remẽ⸗ 
b:aunce ok this doctrine ſhold be renued veray 
okt / eſpecially ſeing the text it ſelf whiche we 
ſhal expoũd / doth lede vs to the ſame purpoſe.

But ther be veray fewe which 
ar ſo affected in this pazt / as the greatnes and 
woꝛthines of this ſame mater ſhold ſeme to aſ⸗ 
ke and deſerve, Nether truly ca we by any mea 
nes poſſeſſ god / onles on this codition that we 
alſo be come his. David therfoꝛ ofgood right / 
and woꝛthe ly did ſet the foũdation of his god - 
lynes / and religion in this ſentente / & reaſon / 
ſeing that god is his enheritaũte / he wil rekraĩ 
from all pollutions of jdoles / which do turnt 
vs from God him ſelfk. 
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This is the tauſe why the pꝛyphet Elay / whẽ 
he had vpbꝛaided the jewes that they had gevẽ 
theſelves to fals q ſtraunge gods / whom they 


had made / added afterward /theis / laith he / ar 


thy poꝛtion / ſignifieng by thes woꝛdes / that 
god doth deny to the wozſhippers of jdoles all 
bond and felowſhip ofcovenant / anddiſenhe 
riteth the / and vtterly depziveth them / of that 
ſo ifinitly great benefite/whiche he wold have 
beſtowed on them/gevig him ſelffvnto them. 
Som man will except & ſap / that the pꝛophet 
entreateth in that place only of the which put 
their affiance in jdoles / and deceaveth them ſel 
ves thoꝛow opinion andincredulitie, J graũt / 
but this alfo j anſwer / yk thei that do tranſfere

of god. ffoꝛ j ſuppoſe they wold have tamated 
them with ſochelike woꝛds / you foliſh me/this 
truly is not to honour them / ſeing voue put no 
affiaunce in thes things. Ther is no jdolatrie 
but wher ther is devotion / that is to ſay /a ter⸗ 


tain bẽding and application of the minde to ho 
nour and woꝛſhipe thejdoles, Butthes godlp 
men did folow a better and wiſar counſall/fo; 
this anſwer whiche thei made pꝛoceded not of 

eir own wit/ but rather off — ghoſt / whi 
che moved them thus to ſpeake / whom pf we 
will not reſiſt / we muſt accept this plate g this 
example / as a certain rule and definition / that 
jdolatrie is an outward action againſt gods ho 
nour/pea although it pzocedenot from the wil 
and purpoſe of the minde / hut be onlpe coloura 
ble q feined, Inwhiche mater thei make goodli 
cavillationes p ther is no jdolatrie at all when 
as our affiaunce is not put in jdoles.

feſſion / that we be come inconſtaunt and dow 


ble / that we detile ourſelves fo wly with thos 
things / whiche god hath curſed with all kinde 
of malediction: is this ſo light a mater that 
after we have done it / we ought onlp to wipe 
our mouth / and confeſſ that we have commits 
ted a certain {mall fault? et vs therfoꝛ put a: 
wap thes ſhiftes / ſpecially ſeing thei ſerve foz 
no nother thinge but to make vs bouldꝛe / and 
to geve vs greater libertie to ſinne / and doth 
nothing at al diminiſh our fault? Ther be alſo 
other moꝛe jmpudẽt / whiche do not only / chaũ 
ging the name / goo about to perſwade p it is 
not ſo great aud vnwozthp a ſinne: but do plaĩ 
ly and pzeciſelp deny it to be ſinne. It is ſuffici 
ent / ſaye they / that god be honoured w hart & 
minde, Evẽ ſo truly if the hart it ſellt were not 
dowble. ffoꝛ when the minde is truly ſounde g

contrary parte. Jwold know of them what p

and illuſions of p devel / and al the invftions 
of men / as things not only of no value / but al⸗ 
ſo execrable / bp cauſe thei vttrelp touupt the 
Chꝛiſtian ſpnceritie, And herin we differ as 
true martyres of Jeſus Chziſt/ from the furi - 
ouſe and ſtifnecked men / which luffre foꝛ their 
own foliſh opinions. Secddlp we ought to be 
ſo minded / that being allured of the right and 
goodnes of the cauſe / we ſhold be enflamed w 
this due deſier to folo w god whither ſo ever he 
ſhal call vs / to embrace his woꝛd w ſoche reve 
rence as it is woꝛthie / and being called bak frõ 
the deceitfull faſhion of this woꝛld / as men ra⸗ 
viſhed/ w their whol mide g endevoiꝛ ſhold be 
caried to an hevẽly lyfe. But o moſt miſerable 
caſe / p whe the light of god doth ſhine vnto vs 
in thes daies ſo bꝛight as it did ne ſhine in p 
remẽbꝛaũce ot᷑ nit /yet ſo litle ʒeal / favoꝰ 4 love 
hold be koũd. Mheri our miſerie is ſo moche 
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the greater / that in ſo gregt filthines and vn⸗ 
thankfulnes we ar not overwhelmed with blu 
ſhing ſhame, ffoꝛ we muſt ſhoꝛtly come befoꝛe 
þ judge /befoꝛe whom our vice and evel W we 
by al means go abovt to hide/ ſhall bebzought 
foꝛth / with that rebuke and chek/ wherby the 
juſt cauſe of our deſtruction (hal apear. 
we beſo endebted and bound to god / that foz 
the knowlege he hath geven vs / we ought to 
geve to him honourable and thankfull teſtimo 
nie / why is our ſtomak ſo abaſhed 4 fearful to 
entre in to the batell? Fſpecially ſeing god in 
this our age / hath ſo opened him ſelfe / that it 
may be rightlyſaid and truly / that he hath ope 
ned and plainly ſet foꝛth / the greateſt treaſurs 
of his ſecrets, May not this be ſaid / that we 
ſo think ot god / as though we ſemed to tid no 
nede or him at all? ffoꝛ yt we had any conſi 
deration of his maieſtie / we durſt never be ſo 
bold to turn the doctrine / whiche pꝛoceadeth 
out of his mouth in to philoſophpe and vai ſpe 
rulation. In fine we tan have no excuſe / but 
this muſt be vnto vs the greateſt ſhame / yea an 
ho:zible condemnation / that in ſo great know 
lege / obtained by the ſingulare goodnes ofgod 
we have lo litle love + mind to defend & kepe 
the ſame, oz firſt / yk we will call to our remi 
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b:aunce the martprg of olde time / and cõpare 

their wondꝛeful conſtancie with this our tẽdꝛe 
llouthfulnes / we ſhal finde paſſing great cauſe 
to deteſt our own filthines , ffoꝛ thei were not 
fo: the moſt part ſo travailed and excerciſed in 
the ſcripturs/that thei could learnedly diſpute 
of all maters , But firſt ofal/thei knew z held 
faſt this/that ther is one god / who thei ought 
to ſerve and honoure: then / that thei were re⸗ 
demed with the bloud of Jeſus Chꝛiſte / that in 
him only and in his grace thei ſhold put their ar 
fiaunce / and truſt of ſalvation. Mozover they 
did judge all other inventions and o2dinauces 
of mẽ / to woꝛſhip god / ſo vnwoꝛthy filthines / 
that thei could eaſely condemne al jdolatries x 
ſuperſtitions $ to conclude in few woꝛds this 
was their divinitie / ther is one onlp god the 
maker ofthe whol @2:ld/which hath declared 
bnto vs his wil by Moſes and the pꝛophets / # 
then by Jeſus Chꝛiſte and his apoſtles, We ha 
ve one redemer / with whos bloud we were 
bought / & by whosgrace we hope to be ſaved, 
Al the jdoles ofthe woꝛld / ar to be deteſted and 
accurſed, Thei came ſtoutly and boldly to the 
tier / oꝛ other kinde o death / and puniſhment / 
inſtructed with no other doctrin and moꝛe hid 
den knowlege. And the numbꝛe or them was

notſmall/ag of two oz thꝛe/but ſo great that'p 
multitude ofthe / whiche were cruelly vexed 
and toꝛmented of the tyrants femed innumera 
ble and infinite, But we ar ſo taught and in 
ſtructed / that we paſſe all our auncetours in 
knowlege and vndꝛeſtandĩg of holy ſcripture, 
We think in our ſelves/and it is true / as tous 
ching the vndꝛeſtanding of the ſcripture / god 
hath ẽdued vs with ſo moche knowlege / as he 
hath geve to any age at any time. And pet ther 
is in vs ſcantly the leaſt dzoppe of ferent {ove 
towards god. Ther is no reafon why we ſhold 
noꝛiſh this nice cowardnes ot mide Vonlell we 


wold willigly and wittingly pꝛovoke p wrath 


and vengeaunc of god / againſt our ſelves. 
hat muſt we then do? Truli we muſt tak to 
vs aſtowt/bold/xeofta 15 Ulle muſt chefely 
contidꝛe how pzecious a — e c6 
feſſiõ 4 —— of our h is betoꝛe 2 
ffoꝛ we do litle know / how God doth eſteme 
this confeſſion / when our lyfe whiche is of no 
value / is moꝛe (et by and dear vnto vs. 
Mherin our wondꝛekull and beaſtly foliſhnes 
is ſhewed: fo: we can not in this ſoꝛt ſpare our 
lyfe / but we muſt nedes confell that we ſett mo 
re therby / theu by gods honour and aur own 
lalvation. A certain hethen man eould vie 
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this ſaing / that it is amiſerable thing / to foꝛ⸗ 
ſake and betray tho cauſes why we lybe fo: the 
conſervation of lyfe. Pet he and his {pk did ne 
ver know — what end men ww ſetin p 


would / and wher foꝛ theilivedtherm , Thei 


might well fap/ that vertue is tobe eſtemed a 
folowed / andthat we ought to lpve an honeſt 
Ipfe / without blame. But all ther vertues 
wer nothing ellg/ but colours and ſhadowes . 
But we have better vndꝛeſtanding / whervn⸗ - 
to our lyfe muſt be referred / whiche is / that 
we honour God / with all pꝛayſe and gloꝛye / 
that he him ſelfe may be our gloꝛye.

Pf a 
man ſhold examine the moſt vnlearned / yea 
thos whos mitt is ſo daſed / and whos lyfe ſo 
voluptuouſe /that they be moſt lyke to — be 
aſts / what maner of lyfe is — them / 
they durſt not ſap plainly and openlp / that it 
ſhold conſifte õlye in eating / dꝛrking + lleapig. 
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ffoꝛ thei know that thei ar created to a better / 
wo:thier and moꝛe higher khing: which is no⸗ 
thing ells / but to ſerve and honour god with al 
kid of honour / and to ſuffer our ſelves as good 
childꝛen / to be oꝛdꝛed and rueled by our moſt 
bening father / that after the end of this kraill & 
bnſure lite / we may be receaved in to his eter = 
nal heretage. In the apointing and winning 
of this end / conſiſteth the chefeſt and greateſt 
point of our felicitie / pea al the wholl weight 
of ever laſting lpfe, But when we carrpe our 
mids and thoughts an other waye / z do ſnatch 
faſt hold of this pꝛeſent lyfe wozſe then athow 
ſand deathes / what excuſe can we have? ffoꝛ / 
to lyve and be ignoraunt ofthe cauſes whe) = 
fo: we lpve/ is vnnatural. But tofoꝛſake the 
cauſes wherfo:e we lyve here / foz the deſier £ 
love to pꝛolong our lyfe as it were fo: thꝛe dai 
es in this deceatful woꝛld / and to be ſeparated 
from god the authoꝛ of lpfe / is ſoche a bewit⸗ 
ching and furiouſemadnes/pj know not with 


what woꝛds we ought to exp2eCand ſhew it. 


But what ſo ever knowlege we have / and 
how ſo ever our lyfe is apointed / fo: ſo moche 
as not with ſtanding the perſequutions ar no 
leſĩ q bitter /let vs cõſidꝛe how & by what meis 
the Chꝛiſtian men may confirm them ſelves 


1npatiencye/andſo ſtrengh then their minds / 
that thei map conſtantly vetre to daũger their 
lyte foꝛ gods truth. This ſame text which we 
have recited/being wel vndꝛeſtonded may bag 
vs to that indifferencye of minde / yea to that 
willingnes / that we ſhall not refuſe to ſuffre 
death foz gods name, Fet vs go foꝛth of the 
cytie/ſaith the apoſtle / akter the [02d Chꝛiſte / 
bering his opp:obzie, Firſt / he doth teach e 
admoniſh vs / that although the ſwerds ar not 
alreadpe dꝛawen to kill vs / oꝛ the kiers kindled 
to bꝛoyll and burne vs / yet that we can not 
truly be jopned with the ſonne ok god / ſo long 
as we have the roots of our thoughts + deſiers 
fixed in this woꝛld. Mherfoꝛ the Chꝛiſten mi 
muſt almaies / although he be in quiet / have 
one fote lifted vp readye to the battell / and not 
only that / but alſo his mid muſt be vtterli ſepa 
rated krõ p would although his body be theri , 
Althought this at y firſt ſpght may ſeme vnre 
ſonable/pet one ſaing of ,\,Paull,ought to be 
ſufficient to pſwade vs / foꝛ that we be called g 
appointed to this / to ſuffer perſequution. 

As though he ſhold ſaye / Soche is the tonditid 
of our Chꝛiſtianitie / that we muſt neds en⸗ 
tre in and paſſthozow this wape / k we will 
folow Chꝛiſte. Inthe mean ſeaſon / to eaſe 


our infirmitie and fo mitigate the tediouſnes 
and hevines / whiche perſkquutiones bꝛĩgeth / 
we have this gꝛeat 4 ſwetecofo:t/that we ſuffe 
ring all thes incomodities,/ oppꝛobꝛies 4 daun 
gers of lpfc foꝛ the goſpel / do as it were ſet our 
feet/ineverie foteſtep of gods ſone/and do fo⸗ 
low him as our prince & guide. If it had bene õ 
iy ſaid vnto vs/ p we muſt pa thoꝛow all the 
oppꝛobꝛies of þ woꝛld to kepe the chꝛiſtiã pꝛo⸗ 
fe ſſion / and alſo ſuffre death frely + w out fear 
dohen ſo ever gods will were / methik we ſhold 
have had ſome tolour to anſwer and ſay contꝛa 
rye / that it is a thing divers and abhoꝛring frõ 
our nature to wandꝛe ſo with out a guide. But 
ſeing we ar charged and conunaunded to folow 
J loꝛd Jeſus / his leadig ought to ſeme ſo right 
and honoꝛable / that we have no juſt excuſe to 
refrain oꝛ refuſe his commavndement, 

But that we ſhold have moꝛ earneſt love and 
deſier towaꝛds this lawdable and helthfull er⸗ 
ample / it was not only ſaid that Jeſus Chaiſte 
doth lead the way as guide and pꝛince / but al⸗ 
ſo that we ar made like vnto his jmage. 

Fo: ſo.ſ. Paul in the epiſtle to the Rom. ſpea⸗ 
keth / that god hath choſen and called all them 
whom he hath taken in to the nũbꝛe ok his chit- 
dꝛen / that they ſhold be like and be faſhioned af 
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ter the jmage or him whiche is apointed pater: 
ne and hede over all. Mhat / ar we ſo nice and 
tendꝛe p we can oꝛ will bear and ſuffer nothing 
at all? Then muſt we neds refuſe gods grace 
wherby he calleth vs to the hope of ſalvation & 
leadeth vs ther to by this way! ffoꝛthes two ar 
ſo ioyned to gethery the one can not be ſepara⸗ 
ted from the other / that we be the membꝛes of 
Jeſus Chziſte / and that by means ofthis con⸗ 
iunction and communis / we be exerciſed with 
many afflictiones and calamities . This ſame 
maner ot our lyfe ſo iopned with gods ſonne / 
and ſoche confoꝛmitie to him / we ought to eſte 
me moꝛ then we do / and alſo to judge it not on 
ly by all wayes moſt woꝛthye to be pꝛokeſſed 
but alſo to be folowed. The ſuffering of 
calamities foꝛ the goſpell / in the opinion and 
judgment ofthe world / is the gꝛeateſt infamie 


but ſeing we know that all the vnfaithful ar ſo 


blinded / that they can ſee oꝛ ryghtly judge no⸗ 
thing at all / ought not we to have clear eies / 
and to judge moꝛ perfectly * It is ſhame 
to be afflicted and vexed ofthe that occupie the 
ſeat of juſtice, But,ſ.Paul doth ew vs 
by his example / that we have great occalion to 
glorie in the ſcarres of Jeſus Chꝛiſte / and as 
it wer in certain markes impꝛinted in vs /

wher with we being marked à deckt / goddoth 
acknowleg and receav vs for his ſervaiits ab 
elect, And we know this p. . Luke doth reherſe 
of peter and Joan /that they were veray glad 
and jopfull/that thei were thought woꝛthie to 
ſuffer fo: the lozd Jeſus name/ſcland:e rebuks 
and ſhame, Wher in two things map be 
ſeen contrarie in them ſelves / ſhame / and hos 
nour / by this that the woꝛld running hedlong 
in furie and madnes doth judge againſt all rea⸗ 
ſon / and by this means doth chaunge the glozi 
ofgod with diſhonour and infamie. Fetnot 
vs now diſdain ſo to be diſpiſed and to be rebu⸗ 
ked of the world / that we may herafter optai⸗ 
ne with god and his angells /honour /glo:ie & 
pꝛaiſe. Me ſee what great labours ambitiz 
ouſe men taketh to obtaine the oꝛdꝛe of ſome 
king / and after thei have at cheved it / what tri 
vmphes they make: but the ſonne of god doth 
offre to vs his oꝛdꝛe / and pet everie one diſpi⸗ 
ſeth it / and is turned with the wholl power of 
p mide top vanitie of p woꝛld. J pꝛay you whe 
we behave our ſelves ſo pudlp + vnthakfully / 
ar we woꝛthie to have any thig como rb him? 
Although our vndꝛeſtãding ca pceave 4 cop2e 
hed nothig herĩ / yet ofa truth thes ar the ꝓpꝛe 
& honoꝛable badges and armes of hevenlp no - 
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bilitie. Implonmẽts / baniſhments / maledle 
tions / after the opinion ot men bꝛing nothi 
ells then great ſham and infamie. But what 
doth l let vs to ſer what god doth judge 4 ꝓnoũ⸗ 
ceof ps thigs/ſavig our own ĩfidelitie? N her⸗ 
foꝛ we muſt labour p p name ofgods ſone be of 
ſoche auth oꝛitie / waight⸗ honour ib vs/as it 
is moſt wo thie/p we thik we ar well 4 honou 
rably delt w al / p his burnes as it wer — 
badges ar pþnted in vs / oꝛ els our vnthikfulnes 
ci in no wiſe be boꝛne. Ik god ſhold pſequutvs 
after our merits / hath he not juſt cauſe everie 
dape to chaſtice q puniſh vs ifinite waies? Pea 
ſurly: no deathes put vnto vs were able to recõ⸗ 
pẽce pᷣ leaſt part of our miſchefe, But of his gre 
at + infinite goodnes / he treadeth vndꝛe tote al 
our ſines / doth vtterli aboliſh yſame/4wher 
as he might puniſhe vs accozdig to p greatnes

No: it is not fo2 nothing that the holy ma ſpea 
keth thus / what ar we / j pꝛay poue/p we ſhold 
be witneſles of gods tꝛuth / and as it were pꝛoc⸗ 
tours apointed to defend his cauſe, Behold we 
be miſerable me as it wer woꝛmes ofthe earth 
creaturs full of vanities and lies / pet god will 
have his truth defeded by vs / which is truly ſo 
great honour / that it ſemeth not to pertain to 
the angells in heven. This one reaſon well con 
ſidered / ovght it not to enflame and ſtire vp our 
minds / to offre ourſelves wholy to god / and to 
ſhew our wholl ende voire in ſo holye and excel 
lent a mater to pleaſe him?

But now when we ſee 
Jeſus Ch:iſte to be ſet foꝛ an example to vs / le 
aſt we ſhold ſeke any other / ought we not to 
think our ſelves greatly happpe / that we be ſo 
dꝛawen after his jmage and linnes ? Moꝛover 
god doth ſet foꝛth andſheweplaie and manifeſt 
cauſes / wherfo2 he will have vs to ſuffre perſe 
quution/emonge which / if ther wer non other 
but that reaſon and advertiſment which. ſ. Pe 
ter geveth / we muſt neds be veray peviſh and 
ſturdye / onleſs we be ſatiſfied ther with · 
This is his reaſon / that ſeing gold and ſilver 
which ar coꝛruptible metalls ar purged and tri⸗ 
ed in the kier / it is reaſon that our faith alſo / 
whiche in value excelleth all riches / be tried ? 
appꝛoved with ſoche perills of lpfe and greves. 
He could by and by after our calling / with 
out any conflict and ſuffering of thes calamiti⸗ 
es have crowned vs, But as he wold 
have Chziſte to raĩg in the mides or his enemi⸗ 
es/ eve ſo he wold have vs alſo dwellig emong 
 ſelfſame/to bear ſuſtre pir diolẽcg oppꝛeſſiũ 


god doth ſo 
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vntill we be delivered from thes afflictiones & 
calamities by him. And j am not ignoraunt / 
that the fleſh will then greatly ſpurne and refu 
fe to be ruled / whẽ it muſt be bꝛought in to this 
ſtate / but pet the will of god muſt rule all our 
thoughtes and luſtes. It we fele in our ſelves 
ſom contradiction and reſiſtaunt it is not great 
ly to be merveiled at, Foz that is planted and 
engraven in our nature to flye the croſſe.

ſacrifice / when we reſiſt our appetites / and do

Fet vs tome to the ſecond plate of 
tõſolatiũ / w is one ofthe greateſt among gods 
pꝛomiſes:that is / that god will ſo hold vs vpp 
wthe vertue ok his ſpirit in thes afflictivs that 
our enemies what ſo ever thei do / noꝛ ſatan p ir 
chefe tapitaine ſhall in any thige go awai w the 
over hand. And truly we do ſeehow in that ne 
ceſſitie / he doth ſhew the ſuccour and helpes of 
his geace, ffoꝛ the in vĩcible ſtowtnes and cõſtã⸗ 
tye ok mind W is ſene in the true martyrs / is a 
notable token of that ſame moſt mighty power 
v god vſeth in his ſaints , Ther be two things 
in perſequutions grevous/ tediouſe and intole 
rable to the fleſh wherofthe one coſiſteth inthe 
cheks and rebukes or men / the other in the pai 
ne and toꝛmẽt ofthe bodie, In both thes kinds 
oftemtations god doth pꝛomiſe ſo his aſſiſtaun 
ce that we ſhall eaſely over come all the ifamie 
and violence ofthe grefs and paine. And truly 
what he pꝛomiſeth he doth perfoꝛme in dede w 
moſt manifeſt and afſured helpe,Fet vs then ta 
ke this bucklere to defend vs againſt all fear /

and let vs not meaſure . aye of godaſpirit 
ſoſclendꝛely / that we ot thinke and bele 
ve / that he -will ea'elp — all the iniuri⸗ 
es /bittrenes / and contumelies of menn. And 
of this divine and invincible operation / emong 
all other we have a notable exãple in this our 
age. A certain ponge man / whalived godlylyt 
here rb vs in this cytie / when he was taken at 
Doꝛnick was codemned with this ſentence /y 

yfhe wold denye the confeſſion of his faith / he 
old be but beheaded / but yt he perſevered in 
his purpoſed opinio/ he ſhold be burned, Whe 
he was aſked whether he wold do / he aſwered 
plaily/he.who wil geve me this grace to dye pa 
patiently foz his name / will alſo wo:k by ſel 
fe ſame gzace/that j may abide bꝛoylig and bur 


ning. Me ought to take this ſentence not as 


pꝛonounted of a moꝛtall man / but of the holy 
ghoſt / that we ſhold thinke / that god can ſo wel 


toꝛmẽ̃ts / as to move vs to take any other kinde 
of meaker death in good part. Nea we ſee alſo 
often times / what conſtancye he geveth to evel 
and wickedmen / who ſuffre faz their evel deaz 
des 4 wickednes, J do not ſpeake of ſoch as be 
obſtinat q hardned ĩ their wickednes w have no 
repẽtaunce / but of them which do perceave con 
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ſolation by the grace of Jeſus Chꝛiſte / q ſo do 
take and ſuffre quitly-and with good wil moſt 
grevouſe and ſharpe paine: as weſeeanotable 
example in that thefe who turned at the death 
of our loꝛd Jeſus Chꝛiſte. Mill god who alliſ 
teth with ſo great power wicked men p ſuffre 
condingly fox their evell actes/fazſake thẽ who 
defend his cauſe / and will he not rather geve 
them invincible power? The third place of pꝛo⸗ 
miſes / whiche god pꝛomiſeth to his martyres / 
is the fruit which thei ought to look fo: of their 
ſuſterig and of death it ſelfe / yfnedeſo requier. 
But this fruit is / that after thei have ſett fozth 
and honoured gods name / 4 edified his church 
with their teſtimonie / thei may be gathered to 
gether in immoꝛtal glorye with the loꝛd Jeſus; 
But be cauſe we have ſpokt᷑ largely jnough be 
fo:e of this reward of eternall gloꝛpe / it is now

ofthe reward. And that thei may beſure and 
pkectly perſwaded of this ſo great a good thig /
